Foreign Secretary Joins 
New Peace Plea With 
Warning to Japanese to 
Watch Acts Closely. 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—(#)—Great 
Britain's foreign secretary, Sir Sam- 
uel Hoare, addressed a new and open 
peace appeal to Premier Benito Mus- 
solini, of Italy, today as six British 
men o'war, bound for Atlantic ma- 
neuvers, got steam up to clear the 
warship-dotted waters of the Med- 
iterranean sea.

ARMY PLANES 10 TEST 
MIAMI AIR DEFENSES 


Date of Night ‘Attack’ Is 
Not Known by Resort 
City. 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 5.—(4)—Miami 
theoretically shivered in fear tonight 
lest huge bombing ships of the United 
States army’s general headquarters 
air force, sweeping over by night to 
drop imaginary bombs, catch swift 
defending pursuit ships off guard. 

A nocturnal “raid” in the next few 
nights was to be anticipated, head- 
quarters officers said, with word that 
bombs and night flares had been ship- 
ped to the bombers’ base at Vero 
Beach, north of here. 

So far, the Miami pursuit wing has 
successfully defended the city against 
theoretical invasion from the Vero 
Beach bombers and the attack wing 
based at Fort Pierce. The maneuvers 
started Monday. 

Testing its defensive mobility today, 
the Miami “hell-divers” drove into the 
air against attack ships sent from 
Fort Pierce to “destroy” the pursuit 
“nest” located here. 

Later, they struck northward at a 
flight of bombers returning to Vero 
Beach after devastating an imaginary 
supply depot at Valdosta, Ga., and 
“blowing-up” oil storage tanks at 
Tampa, 

These were the objectives planned 
for pilots by the force’s commanding 
officer, Brigader Genera] Frank M. 
Andrews. as training for -omniunicat- 
ing by radio the position of “enemy” 
planes, and mobilizing quickly to de 
fend vital points.

LOUISIANA FOR F.D. R. 


LONG AIDES INDICATE 


Followers of Late Senator 
Turn Full Support Behind 
Present Administration. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 5.—(?)— 
The death of Huey P. Long has 
placed Louisiana’s democracy solidly 
behind President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt for renomination to the presi- 
dency. 

The Louisiana democrats are at 
war over state issues, but on national 
politics they are in agreement. Since 
Long’s funeral his followers have 
sought to make peace with the Wash- 
ington administration and the Long 
forces will be found in Roosevelt's 
camp whether or not they are _ in- 
vited. 

Judge Richard W. Leche, running 
as candidate for governor on the old 
Long ticket, has said he would sup- 
port Roosevelt’s candidacy, and in At- 
lanta Allen J. Ellender, candidate for 
the full term of the late Senator Long 
and one of Long’s staunchest sup- 
porters, said “all is well for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in Louisiana.” 

“We in Louisiana do not believe 
it likely that a candidate can be 
found who can defeat Franklin Dela- 
no Roosevelt in our state or in the 
entire nation,” Ellender said. 

The anti-Long group, led by Cleve- 
land Dear, candidate for governor, 
has campaigned with the support of 
I.vosevelt as one of the dominart r!at- 
forms. 

Until Long’s death there was pos- 
sibility of split delegations going to 
convention 
with Huey Long leading a fight 
against his renomination. During the 
months preceding his slaying, Sena- 
tor Long made violent attacks on the 
president and threatened to support 
an independent candidate. 

Many of his followers sought to get 
Long to pull down on his fight against 
the administration, but he turned deaf 
But when Long 


died immediate plans were made for 


peace with Washington. The over- 
tures were reported to have been re- 
ceived coolly in Washington, but the 
Long faction has decided to join 
Roosevelt anyhow. 

The fact that millions of dollars 


ihad beea denied Louisiana in the form 
‘of relief and publie works funds was 


one thing that prompted the Long 
forces to hoist the flag of peace to 
Roosevelt. The fands were held back 
because of state laws passed at. the 
direction of Senator Long and which 
Washington held did not properly 
safeguard federal funds. Assurances 
have been givgn that some of these 
laws will be repealed after the Janu- 
ary elections in which state officers, 
a senator and members of congress 
will be nominated.

Hull’s Statement 
On China Problem 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(4)— 
The State Department tonight issued 
the following statement by Secretary 
Hull “in reply to inquiries by press 
correspondents in regard to the ‘au- 
tonomy movement’ in North China, 
Chinese and Japanese activities in 
relation thereto and the American 
government’s attitude :” 

“There is going on in and with 
regard to North China. a _ political 
struggle which is unusual in charac- 
ter and which may have far-reaching 
effects. The persons mentioned in 
reports of it are many; the action 
is rapid and covers a large area; 
opinions with regard to it vary; what 
may come of it no one could safely 
undertake to say; but, whatever the 
origin, whoever the agents, be what 
they may the methods, the facts stand 
out that an effort is being made— 
and is being resisted—to bring about 
a substantial change in the political 
status and condition of several of 
China’s northern provinces. 

“Unusual developments in any part 
of China are rightfully and né@ces- 
sarily of concern not alone to the 
government and people of China but 
to all of the many powers which have 
interests in China. For, in relations 
with China and in China, the treaty 
rights and the treaty obligations of 
the ‘treaty powers’ are in. general 
identical. The’* United States is one 
of those powers. 

“In the area under reference the 
interests of the United States are 


similar to those of other powers. In | 


that area there are located, and our 
rights and obligations appertain (0, 
a considerable number of American 
nationals, some American property, 
and substantial American commercial 
and cultural activities. The Ameri- 
can government is therefore closely 
observing what is happening there.

conditions, Mr, Reeves said. The pro- 
posal to deprive reckless owners of the 
use of their cars, advanced by him 
personally, is one of a number now be- 


ing examined by experts of the asso- 
ciation. 

“Any motorist convicted of an ob- 
viously serious violation, such as 
drunk driving, or repeatedly ticketed 
for speeding, should have his car im- 
pounded for 30 to 60 days,’’ Mr. 
Reeves asserted. “It would be a les- 
son he would never forget. 

“It is not so important what hap- 
pens to a driver on his first offense, 
as it is on the third. In Providence, 
R. I., where unusual success has been 
attained in cutting the traffie toll, 
it is the fear of a loss of the right 
to drive in the state that slows -the 
drivers down. When they're afraid of 
losing their licenses, they don’t drive 
recklessly. 

“But this means, effective though 


matter how carefully they drive, 
someone else may make them, or you, 
the next victim.

LAVAL’S FATE RESTS 
ON FASCIST STAND 


Premier Must Win on Plans 
To Curb Armed 


Societies. 


PARIS, Dec. 5.—(UP)—Premier 
Pierre Laval struggled tonight to re- 
tain a parliamentary majority to avoid 
being cast out of office in the midst 
of delicate negotiations to end the 
Italo-Ethiopian war and banish the 
threat to European peace. 

The survival or fall of Laval’s cab- 
inet on the issue of the fascist leagues 
would affect not only France's for- 
eign poliey but might swing France 
off the gold standard. Laval has 
fought to prevent devaluation of the 
franc. 

After a stormy debate in the cham- 
ber of deputies on the Chauvin Dill 
for suppression of semi-military or- 
ganizations like the Croix de Feu, 
radical socialists held a caucus 
whether fo continue supporting 
Laval government. 

Laval’s Proposals. 

They have submitted four demands 
with regard to control of the fascist 
leagues. which they charge plot to 
establish a fascist dictatorship in 


France. 
Former Premier Edouard Herriot 


reported to his radical-socialist col- 
leagues that Laval agreed to: 

Permit full discussion of the Chau- 
vin bill before end of the year. 


Impose more severe regulations 
upon the carrying of firearms. (The 
leftists charge the Croix de Feu is 
organizing an armed force.) 

Instruct magistrates to deal sharply 
with all persons who have advocated 
political assassination or other vio- 
lence. 

Herriot reported Laval refused to

with the help of a microscope, and 
were studied. Full proof has been 
found that the germs are carried about 
by fleas, and that the fleas feed on 
sick rats. 

The death rate is still high. Of 
each hundred persons who suffer from 
it. from 20 to 90 are likely to die. 
In some sections a “vaccine” has been 
used against the plague, and great 
this method has been 
reported in India.

Two eggs represent a little less than 
a pint of fresh pure clean whole raw, 
Pasteurized or certified milk in food 
value. Egg furnishes all the necessary 
vitamins except C. Egg is an excel- 
lent source of calcium, phosphorus and 
iron. The protein of egg is as complete 
and adequate in human nutrition as Is 
any other food protein. Eggs are ob- 
tainable almost everywhere, fresh at 
all seasons, and the purity of the food 
is guaranteed by the virtually germ- 
proof egg-shell. 

There is no essential nutritional dif- 
ference between just eggs and eggs 
graded as to size and color of shell. 

Unfortunately for the wiseacres eggs 
contain consjderably sulphur, which on 
oxidation is converted into sulphuric 
acid; this makes eggs acid-forming, 
that is, egg metabolized in the body 
leaves acid ash—but let the wiseacres 
worry about that; it need not concern 
you and me. 

Eggs laid in clean nests and careful- 
ly handled may be kept fresh for 
weeks or months by immersing in a so-

George Sisler 


Here's answer to “Guess Who!” on 
today's sports pages. 


One of the greatest hitters of all 
time as well as one of the most grace- 
ful first basemen the American league 

had, was George Ha’boéld Sisler, 
St. Louis Browns. 

Sislers lifetime major league bat- | 
ting average was 341, but that aver- 
ace included his declining years with 
Washington and Boston. With the 
Browns he twice hit better than .400 
—in 1920 averaging .407 and in. 1922 
making .420. In 1922 he became the 
first player to win the “most valuable 
player in the American league” 
award. In his latter years his eyes 
failed, the trouble beginning in 1923, 
when he was out the whole season. 

Sisler was born in Manchester. in 
the southern part of Ohio. March 24. 
1833, and played in high school in 
Akron. He is said to have sizned with 
the Akron team in the ©.-P. league 
whea I7 years old. Later he signed 
with the Pirates, but his father had 
signed for him with the Browns. The 
nationa! uission ruled that since!

Jo Jo White, of College Park, may 
never be the base thief that Tyrus 
Raymond Cobb was, but the Georgia 
Greyhound, sovcalled,. is coming along 
to capture a large share of the mod- 
ern glory in major league base run- 


ning. 

White has, they say, a lot of the 
agressiveness and daring‘on the bases 
that marked..Cobb’s excursions on the 
paths. 

The current issue of Sporting News 
carries a large layout and story deal- 
ing with the Detroit star’s base run- 
ning exploits. 

The story points out that White 
was no Babe Ruth with his bat in 
the late World Series; that he was 
no T'y Cobb on the bases, and, further, 
that he did not play in the deciding 
game because a left-hander pitched for 
the Cubs. 

GEORGIA GREYHOUND. 

“In fact,” the story continues, “Jo 
Jo experienced his poorest season as a 
batter in 1935 since he entered or- 
ganized ball. But, despite all this, the 
Greyhound from Georgia, lean, ag- 
gressive and spirited, did his part 
in helping the Tigers annex the pen- 
nant and his elutch playing in the five 
games in which he participated in the 
clash with the Cubs, at least won for 
him the distinction of co-star. 

“True, Jo Jo fanned seven 
trying to outwait the enemy mounds- 
men in his lead-off role. 
meantime, he 
passes and sandwiched in with these 
he cracked out five singles, one of 
which won the third game in the elev- 
enth inning, while another helped to 
put the Tigers over’ in the second con- 
test. He crossed the plate three times.” 

It’s an interesting fact, however, as 
the story points out, that White made 
contact with home’ plate no less than 
S82 times despite his slim batting av- 
erage of .240. 

LIVELY SCORING. 

This ranked as a higher total than 
many players with a much better aver- 
age were able to achieve. Then, too. 
White’s lively scoring was seen as all 
the more remarkabile considering that 


|his extra base total included only 13 


doubles, a couple of home runs: and 
12 triples. 

Thus his stolen base record suffered. 
White stole only 18 bases compared 
with 28 in 1934 when he batted .313. 
He was thrown out only six times. 


White’s manner of executing the

He seemed to enjoy talking on the 
subject and proudly admitted that, 
while he does not try to cut down 
anybody, he does willfully and with 
premeditated design try to kick the 
ball out of the hands of a base de- 
fender who tries to tag him out. 

White uses what he calls the “scis- 
sors,” or “kick,” slide. It was taught 
to him by Kid Elberfeld, the old Ta- 
basco Kid, at the latter's baseball 
school in Atlanta. That was in the 
early spring of 1932, after the Tiger 
outfielder already had.established him- 
self as a base thief by pilfering 52 


‘times as a member of the Beaumont 


team in 1931. ‘White was at the 


school, both as pupil and helper. 
Eberfeld called Jo Jo aside one 
day and showed. him the ‘trick’ of 
kicking the ball out of a baseman’s 
hand. The scissors is a make-over of 
the hook slide, only the stealer iu 
this case usually goes into the bag 


said | 


there. The elevated left foot switgs, 


, toe or instep foremost, in such fash- 


ion as to try to strike the fielder’s 
glove or forearms, with the idea. of 
knocking the ball out of his hands. 
More often than not the method suc- 
ceeds, for, as White explains: “The 
left foot comes with such suddenness 
that few fielders can stand the jar 
and hold to the ball.” 

Here Jo Jo reiterated that there is 
small chance of the spikes coming in 
contact with a fielder’s arms, or legs, 
because he is using the toe of his 
shoe to do the jarring, or it is the 
middle of the instep that does the 
work. His right foot, of course, com- 
ing from half folded position of the 
leg, naturally hooks for the bag, but 
in a manner just the opposite of the 
orthodox hook slide. 

“I was convinced by Eberfeld that 
the hook as it is generally used is all 
wrong, because, often a man going 


_into a base swings right into the ball,” 
| said the tall, slender-faced, brown- 
| haired White. “In fact, many base 
| runners tag themselves out. By that, 
| I mean the runner goes right into the 
| ball as the fielder reaches for him. 
| Of all things, a base runner does not 
want to get himself out. and that’s 
what it amounts to when you slide 
right into the ball. withont anything 
left to protect yourself.” 


ON THE PITCHER. 


| White, like other good base runners, 
» declares that he steals on the pitcher, 
/not the catcher. “If you can get the 
| required lead, make the get-away and 
| have other good breaks you can steal 
| bases, especially if the pitcher is not 
vigilant.”

HOUSE PROBERS ORDER 
HUPSON TO GIVE DATA 


Utilities Chief Threatened 
With House Action to 
Gain Income Details. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(?)—A 
briskly-worded letter from the house 
rules committee today ordered Howard 
C. Hopson, utilities magnate, to pro- 
duce details of his income by Decem- 
ber 16 or face “appropriate action.” 

Chairman O’Connor, democrat, New 
York, said the order to the kingpin of 
the Associated Gas & Electric empire, 
who furnished most of the fireworks 
in last summer’s investigations of lob- 
bying against the holding company act, 
was sent to all places “where we 
know he might be.” 

Another development in the utility- 
government battle over the new law 
occurred when Postmaster-General 
Farley instructed postal employes that 
until the supreme court rules, firms 
which have failed to register as hold- 
ing companies are not to be barred 
from the mails. 

The law forbids from using the 
mails companies engaged in certain 
forbidden activities. Most of the ma- 
jor companies have challenged it in 
the courts in lieu of meeting a Decem- 
ber 1 deadline for registration with 
the Securities Commission—the first 
step in administration of the act. 

Criminal Action Delayed. 

Both the commission and Attorney- 
General Cummings recently announced 
no attempt would be made immediate- 
ly to prosecute criminally the non- 
complying concerns, although the SEC 
has filed a civil action against Elec- 
tric Bond & Share Company. |

The discussions took place in the 
presence of a number of justices of 
the supreme court and judges of the 
court of appeals.

He said the textile industry im- 
proved nearly 50 per cent from March 
4, 1933, to the time its NRA code 
was annulled. 

“States cannot protect the fair 
against the unfair,” Judge Watkins 
added. “Only by a uniform law effec- 
tive in all states is this protection 
possible.” 

Lovejoy charged that the social se- 
curity law, by requiring that its funds 
be deposited in government securities 
forces the United States to stay in 
debt for 47 billion dollars.” 

He attacked large government ex- 
penditures, particularly for a dole, and 
said “it is a temptation to a politician 
to appropriate money where there is a 
vote.” 

Continuing, Lovejoy said: 

“The American people were deter- 
mined that they would not be ruled by 
a king, a dictator, a nobility, an aris- 
toeracy. or by any class of people. 

“They were determined that there 
should not by a concentration of power 
in the federal government. 

“They gave the federal government 
certain specific, limited powers, and 
they reserved to the states and to the 
people every other power.”

Lovejoy denounced the proposed 
child labor amendment as “having no 
effect on child labor in industry, be 
cause there is substantially none.” 

The real purpose of the amendment 
he said, “is to go into the homes of 
America, in the cities, in the towns 
and on the farms and to control chil- 
dren there.” 

_ Judge Watkins depicted the ques- 
tion of child labor as a proper one for 
the federal government to consider 
but did not discuss the proposed 
amendment directly. 

Hits Heavy Spending. 

Lovejoy complained of governmental 
bureaucracy and unlimited spending 
of federal funds. 

Judge Watkins praised the efforts 
made by the government through NRA 
and the Bankhead act. He confined 
his discussion almost wholly to the 
interstate commerce feature. 

Calling attention to a specific pro- 
vision in the constitution for the limi- 
pt of -federal power, Mr. Lovejoy 
said: 

“The one specific provision which 
was put into the federal constitution 
to limit the power of the congress, to 
prevent any concentration of power in 
the federal government and to specifi- 
cally reserve for the states and their 
people every power not specifically 
given the federal government, is stat- 
ed in the ninth and tenth amend- 
ments. Here is the tenth amendment: 

“*The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the states, are re- 
served to the states respectively or to 
the people.’ 

“Again I repeat the determination 
of the American people in the forma- 
tion of the federal government. They 
were determined that they would not 
be ruled by a king, a dictator, a nobil- 
ity, an aristocracy or by any class of 
the people; they were determined that 
there should not be a concentration of 
power in the federal government: they 
gave the federal government certain 
specific, limited powers, and they re- 
served to the states and the people 
every other power. Most especially 
they reserved to the states and the 
people the power to regulate their lo- 
cal affairs and to determine in the 
local states and the local units of gov- 
ernment that should be done in these 
local subdivisions by the people.’ 


TVA ‘Effort To Force Coup d’Etat’ 
Supreme Court Ils Warned in Test 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(P)—A 
charge the Tennessee Valley act un- 
constitutionally establishes a “monster 
co-operative under contract to wet- 
nurse the Tennessee basin states,” was 
placed before the supreme court to- 
day by James M. Beck. a leading mem- 
ber of the American Liberty League. 

His brief in behalf of 14 preferred 
stockholders of the Alabama Power 
Company also assailed as “revolution- 
ary’ the law intended to provide a 
“yardstick” for determining electric 
power rates. 

Oral argument on the case, involving 
1VA’s right to acquire transmission 
lines to carry power sold to muni- 
cipalities, will be heard by the nine 
justices December 19, with a final de- 
cision likely in January. The law 
was upheld by the New Orleans circuit 
court after an Alabama district court 
had called it invalid. 

“The program,” Beck’s brief said, 
“is a deliberate effort to force a coup 


d’etat; and at the same time perpet- | 


uate a dynasty based on national co]- 
'lectivism in 
distribution.” 
The brief also was signed by For- 
ney Johnston, a Birmingham attorney 
who is another member of the Liberty 
League’s national lawyers’ committee 
set up to pass on the constitution- 
ality of New Deal legislation. 
| Beck. who served as solicitor-general 
‘from 1921 to 1925, offered in a re- 
cent radio address to provide legal 
‘advice through the league to anyone 
‘who thought his constitutional rights 
were violated. He said today he had 
taken no cases personally for the or-
